tijrated the sh<»rtage in the Cuban cc- 
coiints for the government. Neely is 
see used of emlM-rjiling $45,373.25 from 
the government between January 1, 
ISOt^ and -\pril 30 of this year. The 
aetoal re«-eipts from the different 
post offices in Culm that were turned 
over to Neely for thes<* four months

Muncie. Ind.. May 31. — The Neel}*

It is alleged that Neely recently 
disposed of the property to Thomas 
Campbell, of Zanesville, O., and Gen- 
eral Manager K. 11, Cowan, in order 
to prevent confisv'ation by the gov- 
ernment, Mr. Campliell says, how- 
ever, that Neely has a half interest in 
the establishment. The matter will 
be settled in the federal court at In- 
dianapolis. 

Havana, Mh 3 ' 31. — .C^though in con- 
sequence of the liccoration daj- func- 
tions the ptvst office and the offices of 
the postal depiirtmmt were clo!;ed. 
Mr. Bristow and the inspectors were 
hard at work until a late hour. Mr. 
Bristow has jilaced the monej' and 
register bureaus under a chief, thus 
effecting a reduction of $.3,4(K) in ex- 
penses.

San Francisco, May 31. — T^ie steam- 
er Gaelic, from Hong Kong and Yoko- 
hama via Honolulu, brings the fol- 
lowing advices from Honolulu, dated 
May 22: 

.-utiert Francis Judd, chief justice 
of the supreme court of Hawaii, died 
at his residence, Nmianu valley, on 
the 2Uth. He had been ill for several 
months. He was the son of Dr. and 
Mrs. Garritt P. Judd, who came here 
under the auspic-es of the American 
bo ir<l of coniniis-sioners for foreign 
missions on the ship Parthian, arriv- 
ing at Honolulu March 30, 1823. He 
w-is Iwm in Honolulu, .laniiary 7, 
1K3S. He graduated from Yale in 185S 
as a bachelor of arts, ami in the law 
school when he was 20 years of age. 
Chief .liistKx* Judd’s |»olitical career 
began with his appointment as attor- 
ney general of the kingilom under 
Lunilo in 1863. He liecame first as- 
sistant juKiiee February 1. 1877. and 
on the ileath of Chief Justice Harris 
liecame chief justiee November .5, 1881.

Washington, May .30 . — A house bill' 
permitting the construction of .a dam 
across New' river in Grayson county, 
Virginia, was passed when the senate 
convened I'uesilay. 

The Teller resolution expressing 
sympathy for the Boers was then laid 
before the senate, and Mr. Bacon 
(Ga.) nddresswl the senate. 

No senator failetl, he thought, to 
.sym|Mithize with the Boers. Such 
senators, at least, as are devotetl to 
liberty and free government. This ig 
a case of two weak republics engaged 
in a struggle for life with the great- 
est empire in the world; of a pa.s- 
toral, home-loving people, engaged in 
a death struggle for the protection 
of their homes and their government; 
of 25,000 or .30,000 plain farmers in a 
death struggle with an army of 250,- 
(K»0 men. He could understand, how- 
ever, why’ senators, though they 
might sympiithize with the Boers, 
might not desire to commit the 
senate to a proposition that was vio- 
lative of international law, 

'ITie {vending resolution was. in his 
opinion, conservative, propgr and not 
in any way violative of international 
law. 

The Teller Boer resolution was re- 
ferretl to the committee on foreign 
relations by’ a vote of 40 to 26.

8.14< 
and 8,l4l, of the revised statutes of 
Mis.'vouri, as applicable to the present 
dispute existing betvv'een the St. Louis 
Transit (.'o. and its employes. 

“In accordance with said law, y-ou 
are hereby requested to suggest the 
names of two suitable persons to act 
as arbitrators, as provided in said sec- 
tion 8,139. Failing to comply with 
this request within 24 hours, I shall 
make the appointments as the law 
provide.s. Very' resjiectfuliy,

“Commission*- r of Labor, Statistics 

and Inspection.” 

The statutes referred to provide 
that, in case of .a strike or lockout, 
the state commissioner of labor, sta- 
tistics and inspection may require the 
appointment of a board of arbitration 
to inquire into the merits of the case 
and tender an unbiased opinion. 

The statutes .set forth that this ac- 
tion may be taken by the labor com- 
missioner only- when work is going 
on. The labor commissioner takes it 
for granted that, as cars are running, 
this provision in the statutes does not 
stand in the way of taking steps to- 
ward forming an arbitration board. 

The last provision in the statutes 
relMing to arbitration is that if 
either party- to the controversy, five 
days after the decision is rendered, 
refuses to accede, the decision is not 
binding. 

At a meeting attended by’ the presi- 
dents of mercantile organizations and 
clubs and representatives of the daily 
newspapers of St. L*^ui.s, a committee 
of seven was appointed to call upon 
the St. Louis Transit Co. and the 
strikers* griev-ance committee and 
a.scertain whether both sides are 
willing to submit their differences to 
a board of arbitration. 

St, Louis, May 31. — .-Ml the pent-up 
fury’ of the striking employes of the 
St. Louis Transit Co. and their .sym- 
pathizers seems to have been expend- 
ed, for the violent demonstrations and 
scene.s of bloodshed were followed by 
a pronounced lull. Only one name 
has been added to the long casualty 
list, that of Anton Chalupsky, who 
w'as shot ill the legs by a policeman. 
Chalups'ky ami his wife were stand- 
ing at the coriKT of 12th and Emmet 
streets during the passing of a small- 
sized demonstration near by, and Po- 
liceman Himeles told them to move 
on. Chalupsky thought he had a 
right to remain if he ple.ised, and so 
informe,! the officer. A second order 
was given, and when Chalupsky re- 
fused. he says, the officer used his 
baton on his head. Chalupsky and his 
wife then a.«suik-d the officer with a 
shower of bricks. One of them struck 
Himeles on tlie arm, painfully injur- 
ing him. Himeles drew his revolvei 
and liretl twice at (Jialupsky’, wound- 
ing him in each leg. 

I’ubiic interest In the strike veered 
to the s|>ecial meeting of the |)olice 
board, called for the purpose of de- 
vising heroic measures to bring order 
oui of the strained condition of af- 
fairs. The board met during the aft- 
ernoon and at cnce decided to call on 
Sheriff Pohlmann to summon a po.ssf 
to assist in quelling the di.sturbances 
incident to the street car strike, hav- 
ing failed in its efforts to secure 2„50C 
extra policemen to preserve law and 
order. The action of the lioard seems 
to have been precipitated by the four , 
riots in the southern part of 4he city 
Tuesday, during the progress oi 
which 11 persons received bullet 
wounds. SheriiT Pohlmann was pres- 
ent and held a conference w'ith the 
commissioners. He statetl he had an- 
ticipated such a call and had prepared 
a list of 600 names, including many oi 
the leading citizens of St, I.j)uls, or 
whom he will call to *«?rve as depu- 
ties. 

.After the m**eting Prerident Hawes 
of the board, fuiid the dignity of the 
city and law both requirenl that ah 
local agencies for the preservation ol 
law and ortler should be invokt^l lie- 
fore a demand was made upon the 
state to assist in preserving peace anc 
quiet. The commissioners had, he 
said, asked the sheriff' to summon i 
posse of 1,C>00 men for this purpose 
and the .sheriff had promiseel to .se 
cure them by Friday’ morning, serving 
processes upon the lH*st citizens.

— Another 
link m the chain which binds to- 
gether the once warring factions of 
the north and south was forgetl Wed- 
“ nesflay by the detlication of a monu- 
ment erected to the memory of men 
who wore the grey as well as those 
who wore the blue, and who died in 
mortal combat on the bloody field of 
r Antietam. The event, which is one 
t probably without a parallel in the 
>- history of the world, was graceil by 
>, the presence of the president of the 
e Uniteil States, accompanied by Tnany’ 
members of his cabinet, a score or 
J* more of I nited States senators, thrice 
■- as many’ members of congres.s, the 
‘ governor of Maryland and prominent 
f men from all parts of the country, 
t There were also jiresent hundreds of 
s \eterans who fought for the “lost 
cause’’ and thousands who fought for 
u the side that proved victorious, 
e Side by side, shouhler to shoulder, 
f they stootl with uncovered heads 
throughout the ceremony which 
inarkeil the conveyance of the monu- 
11 ineiit from the state of Maryland to 
the national go\ eminent. All ani- 
mosities forgotten, they’ listened to 
the simple stories of those who told 
8 of the heroism of the dead and of the 
desperate struggles of tho.se who sur- 
e vived the battle and still live to tell 
:, the many incidents of the day of car- 
i- nage and strife.

TREASURE UNEARTHED. 

The lliKOrext Find of IMolemac Pa- 
pyri Recorded In the IliMtory 
of Firyptinn exploration. 

San P’rancisco, May 31. — The scien- 
tists employed in Egypt by Mrs. 
Phoelie Hearst have unearthed a 
treasure for the Universiffv- of Cali- 
fornia. -At Gharak-El-l* ayum, in up- 
per Egypt, Me.ssrs. (Jrenfell and Hun- 
ter, the well known Egy-ptologist.s, 
have made the biggest find of ptole- 
niac papyri reconlctl in the history 
of Egyptian exploration. They have 
sent to England eight packing ca.ses 
containing papyrus, with early ptol- 
eniac inscription.s, a packing case of 
crocodile papyri (Tpoloraaeic), and 
three cases of other Tpoloinaeic papy’- 
ri. The collection is larger than all 
e.xtant collections of Ptolemaeic pa- 
pyri taken together and will most of 
it come to California. 

DYING BY THOUSANDS. 

Unprecedented Epidemic of ('holera 

Rairina in the Fnmine Dl*- 
trlct* of India. 

— 

London, May 31. — The Daily Ex- 
press has the following from Bom- 
bay: “.Vn unprecedentedly severe ep- 

idemic of cholera has broken out in 
the northern districts of Bombay 
pre.sidency, especially in the famine 
camps. The deatlis have increased 46 
per cent, within three days. In the 
Kuira district there have oeen 1,330 
deaths in -seven days. 

“In Palanpurestee on the first day 
there was one death, on the second 
there were 84 and on the third there 
were upward of 400. The swift ne.ss of 
the infection was due to the fact that 
the first death was near the only 
available water supply. The germs 
were thus carrie*! all over the camp. 

“In the city’ of Bombay there have 
been 67 deaths in the last seven day’.s.”

“Pretoria, Weilnestlay, May .30, 11:40 
a. m. — ITetoria will be occupieil in 
about two hours w’lthout resistance. 
The president has gone to Waterval- 
boven. Burgo master de Souza is au- 
thorized to receive the British. He, 
with an influential committee of citi- 
zens, including Chief .Justice Grego- 
rowski, has lieen ap|)ointed to pre- 
serve life and property iluring the in- 
teregnum. 

“Everything is quiet, but crowds 
are waiting expectantly in Church 
square for the arrival of the British. 

“Fearing a {lossible disturbance and 
bluo<lshe<l among the prisoners of 
war at Waterval, Unitetl States Con- 
sul liay and Leigh Wood insistetl 
upon 20 officers being liberate*! on pa- 
role to go to the men. Their action 
?an not be too highly’ praiseil. 

“I was permitted to accompany the 
officers. Everything was »piiet.” 

The war office has receivetl no news 
from Lonl Rolierts w’hich the officials 
will make public, hut it is assumed 
that the press advices are correct. 
Most of the London morning papers, 
through the courtesy of the Daily 
Mail, print Ix*rd Rosslyn’s dispatch 
and comment upon it. treating the 
w'ar as ended. Some of the more cau- 
tions critics think that guerrilla war- 
fare is likely- to be carrie<i on for 
some time in various parts of the con- 
quered territories. 

The Boer forces are dissolving, 
fjord Rolierts ap|»arenfly’ has not yet 
taken any- considerable quantities of 
artillery-, arms or st*ires. loirge bcnlies 
of Boers must still be somewhere in 
the field. 

Waterval Boven, or Waterfall Boven, 
is 130 miles due east of Pretoria, on 
the Delagon l<ay raihvay. It should 
net be confu.sed with Waterval. *ten 
miles north of I*retoria. where the 
British prisoners are. M aterval Bo- 
ven is a small place in a mountainous 
country. 'I’hc seat of the Boer gov- 
ernment — w’hat there is left of it — 
will probably be Lydenbiirg, to the 
north. 

A dispatch from loitirenco Marques, 
dated We<lnes<lay, says: “Comman- 

dant Kraus has surrendered Johan- 
nesburg to lyord Roberts. By to- 
night’s train from Pretoria arrived a 
few (ireeks, who say they were told 
to leave Pretoria Tues*lay, They- af- 
firm that the train in which they left 
was shelled by- the British and that 
half of the train was cut off. the re- 
mainder steaming away-. This inci- 
dent probably uccurr*.**! at Elandsfon- 
tcin Junction. Pn.s.scnger.s from l*re- 
toria as.sert that the town is utterly 
deiuoralizetl. There is a mad rush for 
the coast. Five train loads of fugi- 
tives are expected here to-night.” 

By the release of the British pris- 
oners at Waterval a full brigade will 
be adde<l to the army of Lord Rol>- 
erts, as there were 177 officers and 
4,18S privates among them. 

Events elsewhere in the field of war 
seem to dw-indle in comparismn. Gen. 
Hunter re-entered tlie Tran.svaal at 
Muribogo[>an Tiie.sday-. The advance 
was made off the mil way’. Water is 
scarce and ail the farms are deserted.

CONTENTIONS SUSTAINED. 

t*1ip San Francl.ro Board of Health 
Enjoined Prom Enforelns tho 
Plaicne qnarautla.. 

Ssn Francisco, May 29. — The United 
States circuit court of appeals. Judges 
Morrow, IT.iwley and Dehaven sitting 
eu banc, issued the injunction prayed 
for by the Chinese residents of this 
city, restraining the board of health 
authorities from interfering with ihe 
free movements of the Mongolian res- 
idents of San Francisco and their 
freedom in traveling to and from thia 
city. 

The complaint stated that, in en- 
forcing the terms of a resolution 
adopted by the board of health de- 
claring that plagne existed in this 
citj', they were restrained of their 
iil>erty granted them under the con- 
stitution of the United States and 
the existing treaties between the gov- 
ernment of the L'nitcd States and the 
Chinese government; that the author- 
ities discriminated against the Mon- 
golian nice m .singling out the Chi- 
nese and Japanese for the enforce- 
ment of the terms of the resolution; 
that the IlafFhinc prophylactic was 
not the jiropcr treatment for persons 
already exposed to the plague, and 
that neither the board of health nor 
the fecleral authorities had proved 
that a single case of plague existed in 
this city or state. 

The court sustained every conten- 
tion in the complaint and granted The 
injunction. 

San f'ranci^pO, Maj' 29. — The house 
to house ins|wction of Chinatown is 
being continued by the inspectors of 
the board of health, but as yet no 
case of bubonic plague has been dis- 
covertxl. Confidence is l>eing restored 
among the Chinese, and it is expected 
that most of the Chinese will reopen 
their stores. 

Denver, Col.. May 29. — The state 
board of health decided to quaran- 
tine against the entrance of Chinese 
and Japanese into Colorado. Until 
further notice is given no Chinamen 
or Japanese may enter the state with- 
out a certificate signed by the health 
officers of the city whence he came 
stating he has not been exposed to 
bubonic plague during the six weeks 
immediately preceding the date of his 
application. 

FINISHED THEIR WORK. 

The Quadrennial C'onference of th« 

Methodiat Episcopal Char< h 
Ha. Adjoarued. 



Chicago, May 29. — The quadrennial 
conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church, which for a month past 
has been sitting here, considering 
i questions affecting the welfare of the 
denomination, has closed and many 
^ of the delegates have left for their 
homes. 

The last day’s session settled one of 
1 the most interesting questions 
brought liefore the conference — the 
reports of the committee on temper- 
ance and the committee on the state 
of the church in regard to the ban on 
card-playing, theater-going, duncinf, 
and other amnsemeuts 

A strong political color was given 
the discussion on the temperance 
question by the bitter arraignment of 
President McKinley because of his at- 
: titude on the anti-e.antecn law, but 
! after some decideilly waimi debate the 
; conference refused to criticise the at- 
titude of the chief magistrate by 
striking out, by an overwhelming 
vote, all reference to anj' action on 
his part or to the attorney general 
Griggs. 

The minority report on amn.se 
ments, accepted Saturday, was, to the 
surprise of many, laid on the table, 
which action leaves the paragraph in 
the book of discipline exactly as it 
was before the question was consi'^- 
ered.

Filipiaoa SarmidorinK- 

Washington, May 29. — The war de- 
partment has received the following 
cablegram from Gen. MacArthur, at 
Manila, dated Monday: 

“Tb*ec officers, .*>6 men, with 46 
rilles, surrendered unconditionally at 
Cuya|M> yesterday*. Three officers, 46 
men, with 55 rifles, surrendereii un- 
conditionally to-day at Tarlac. These 
spontaneous surrenders are very en- 
couraging.” 

Grand Stand and Pavilion Bnrned. 

Cincinnati, May 29. — The grand stand 
and the fifty-cent seat stand at the 
j League ball park were destroyed by 
j fire at an early hour Monday r.iom- 
j ing, entailing a loss that is estimated 
I at $1'>,000. The origin is a mystery, 
but there is a strong suspicion that 
some enemy of the management of 
the club set the place on fire in a 
spirit of revenge.

Southampton, May 39. — The con- 
crete piles of new cold storage prem- 
ises in course of construction at the 
Southampton docks collapcfcd Moa- 
iay afteroon and the structure fell, 
burying fifty workmen, several of 
whom were killed. Others were fa- 
ially injured, and many are still miss-

THE TOTAL ECLIPSE. 

It Wa. n Decided SneeM. at Moat 

of the Place, on the Lime of 
the Totmlltr* 

Washington, Ga„ May 29. — The suc- 
cess attending the eclipse observa- 
tions here was highly gratifying. 
Prof. Alfred E. Burton, in charge of 
the expedition from the Mas.sachu- 
setts Institute of Technologj*, gave 
out the following statement at 9 
o'clock: 

“The weather here was perfect. 
Latitude .33 degrees 43 minutes; long- 
itude, 5 hours 30 minutes 56 and two- 
tenths seconds; G. L. Hosmer, ob- 
server. The first contact was at 7 
hours. 2 minutes, 15 8-10 seconds, lo- 
cal mean time; second contact 8 
hours, 9 minutes, 52 5-10 seconds. The 
time of totality was 1 minute and 
25 3-10 seconds. A. G. Robbins, ob- 
server. The magnetometer showed 
no disturbance in magnetic declina- 
tion. Seven sketches were made of 
the corona and six photographs 
taken by Harrison W. Smith.” 

I’rof. W. H. Pickering, at the head 
of Yale’s expedition, furnished the 
following statement 

‘‘The >\eather here was perfect and 
the obsen-ations were entirel}' satis- 
factory. M'e secured thirtj'-si.x plates 
with intra-mercurial apparatus and 
thirty-four with thirteen other 
cameras, aided by nineteen assistants. 
The plat.“s will be developed in Cam- 
bridge observatory. Visually, with 
five-inch telescope, the corona re- 
sembled that of the ’89 eclipse. Two 
large solar protuberances were noted. 
Our polar lilanients, six seconds in 
diameter, traced the corona about 
one degree. The shadow of the moon 
on the sky and shadow bands were 
wtll seen. Venus and Mercury were 
oonsfiicuous. The inner corona was 
visible in the telescope several sec- 
onds after totality was over. There 
tvas no dark band around the moon’s 
limb during the partial phase and no 
detail on the moon during totality.” 

C/Olumbiis, Ga., May 29. — Coluinbu« 
had a fairly good view of the eclipse 
although the sky was partly cloudy. 
The line of totality was but seven 
miles above the city. .\11 of the ob- 
servations made were of a private 
character. Xumbers of parlies went 
to the high hills surrounding ;he citv 
and the street cars took r>pecial par- 
ties to the parks. Schools and courts 
were an hour late in convening, and 
a general holiday was observed. The 
most distinct and impre.ssive feature 
of the phenomena was the wit’idiaiw- 
al of the heavy black shadow and the 
instantaneous lighting up of objects 
in its wake. Stars were visible in ilie 
west. 

Norfolk, Va., May 29. — The eclipse 
was seen here to the very best advant- 
age. Totality began at 8:52% and end- 
ed at 8:53:59. 01>eservations taken by 
scientisits from Washington and New 
England obseia^ers were most satis- 
factory, Totality came with a sud- 
denness that made spectators jump 
and some women shriek. The planet 
Mercury was plainly visible, Venus 
could aLso be seen. During totality 
there was a bright ray of light .seen 
alMJUt the entire horizon. I.4imps had 
to be lighte<l in stores and fireworks 
were sent up. The Negro population 
became almost frantic, it being their 
belief that the world was coming to 
an end. Manj* took to the woods. 



IN HAWAII. 

Preparatloaii Brina: Made to Eatab- 
liMh an Internal Kevenne 0(> 
flee in Honolnlo. 

San Francisco, Maj-" 28. — Collectoi 
of Internal Revenue Lynch is making 
preparations to establish an office in 
Honolulu, the H.awaiian islands, hav- 
ing been added to the district of Cal- 
ifornia. The internal revenue laws 
go into effect in Hawaii on .Tune 14. 
All deputies at the Honolulu office 
will be selected from citizens of Ha- 
waii. The stocks of beer, wines, 
liquors, opium, cigars and tobacco 
now in the islands will be inspected 
and inventoried. After June 14 go^ds 
from the United States must be 
stamfied before being sent to the 
islands. 

Two Mardcrik at .Atlanta. 
.Atlanta, Ga., May 29. — Atlanta had 
two murders in one night, attended 
by unusual circumstances. Henry 
Kemp, a Negro, was standing in a 
crowded Negro saloon on Decatur 
street, when an unknown man step- 
ped lightly bv him, and as he pass^ 
plunged a knife into Kemp’s abdo- 
men, gave it a savage rake and then 
e.scaped. On Peters street Dick 
Holmes and Tobe Smith, drunken 
Negroes, quarreled over 10 cents and 
Holmes plunged a dagger through 
Smith's heart. 

Gnard Anainat the Plaane. 

San Francisci, May 30. — In accord- 
duce with the power vested in it by 
• he board of supervisors of this city', 
the board of health has quarantined 
Chinatown, .'«nd that .section of the 
city is now Mirrounded by’ a cordon 
of police, wh-i refuse to allow any one 
to pass in o* o»it of the district un- 
less he is provided with a proper per- 
mit. The quarantine order also in- 
cludes the street cars, which ar» not 
allowed to pa.ss through the district.

Five Hnaaian and One Drltleh War- 
ahip Have .Vrrived at Taka— 
Other Veesele Are lloar- 
ly Fxpeeted. 



Tien Tsin, May 31. — .Vmerican. ‘Brit- 
ish, .lafK'.ne.se, (Jemuin, It-iliun. IJiis- 
aibu and French troops to the num- 
ber of 100 each have In-en ordered to 
pnard their res|H*clivc leg-atious at 
Pekin, but the viceroy here will not 
allow them to proceed hence to Pekin 
on the niilway without the authority 
of the Tsung'-IJ-Yamen. One hun- 
dretl and eip-iit Americans, with a m:i- 
chine gnn and a field pun, landed here 
Tiiestlay nii^nt amidst j^reat enthu- 
siasm on the part of the residents. 
Five Bussian and one British war- 
ship have arrived at Taku and the 
British are now lundiii|r. 

Other warships are hourly ex- 
pect e<l. 

Three thousand Chinese troops 
from Lu Tai were expected here Wed- 
nesday en route to Fanp Tai. 

There is a dis(>osition here to be- 
lieve that the “B*,xers” will disiierse 
iK'fore the foreign troops are ready 
to act. 

Tien Tsin is in no dancrer. 

j'ekin. May 29 (Tuesday). — From 
all (larts of the surrounding country 
news is constantly arrivinjr of fresh 
atrocities committed by the “Box- 
ers." Three Christian families were 
ma.ssacre<l at Shan Lai i inp. GO miles 
from Pekin, Friday, May 25. Only 
two esoai>ed. 

A press repre.sentative vi.sitcnl Fang 
Tai this morning and found the place 
occupied b 3 ' a battalion of troops. 
Thv* whole railroad station, work 
shops ?nd locomotive sheds were gnt- 
tetl and much rolling stock was de- 
stroj’etl, including the imperial j«il- 
ace car. l.,:irge godowns (Chinese 
warehouses) full of valuable mer- 
chandise were burned after having 
been looted b\' the rioters. The dam- 
age done is estimated at half a mil- 
lion taels. 

The neighboring villagers seem to 
have joined in the attack, showing 
that the movement is not confined to 
the “Boxers.” Eight rioters who 
were captured will be decapitated. 

Biding through the south gate of 
Pekin the correspondent found the 
road inside tne walls lined with 
troops, who greeted the traveler and 
his ji.*irty with a fiisilade of stones. 
The whole countrv- is much excited. 

London, Maj* 31. — .«|>eclal dis- 
patch from Shanghai saj’s: “The 

('hinese government has issued an 
edict prohibiting the Boxers’ organi- 
zation under penaltv' of death. The 
edict, which was signed by the em- 
peror, was couched in equivocal terms 
and promulgated really more as an 
excuse than in condemnation of the 
movement.” 

The Daily Mail has re«*eived the fol- 
lowing from Tien Tsiii, dateel May 30: 
“Ueavj- fighting has taken place lie- 
tween the imperial troops and the 
Boxers at T.,ai-Sk.n-IIi-Sien, but the 
result is not known here. Railway 
trallic at Pekin has lH*en resumed. 
The foreign settlement here is suffi- 
oientlj- protected b\- the .Vmerican 
and .Iapanc.se troojis which have been 
landed. Cpusequcntly the excitement 
has a'oat«*<l.*’ 



• 4 re In C'onanltation With Consol 
General Wildmnn— keave Hobk 
Koiik for Manila Friday. 



Hong Kong. May 31. — President Mc- 
Kinley’s new Phili|}pine commission 
has Ikh ‘11 engaged in consultation 
with Consul (ieneral Wildman. The 
memliers of the commis.sion probably 
will leave for Manila on Friday’. It 
is likely that Wildman will accom- 
pany* them. 

The British colonial officials are 
extending every courtesy to the com- 
missioners, endeavoring to familiarize 
them with the colonial methods ol 
the English. 

.V policy* has been formulated since 
the arrival of the eommi.ssioners and 
they confidently* believe that they* will 
be able to |>acify* the Filipinos. 

Consul fleiieral Wildman has urged 
upon the commissioners the follow*ing 
policies: 

Free trade, the free admission Of 
the Chinew*, the expulsion of the 
friars, and the return of all prop- 
erty that has been confiscated il- 
legally.

San Francisco, May 31. — The trans- 
port Me.ide, w'ith Maj. (Jen. E. S. Otis. 
arrivtHl last night, 25 days from Ma- 
nila.

She was placed in 
quarantine, w*here she will remain an 
Indefinite time. Cen. Otis stated to 
the cpiarantine ollicials that he w*as in 
excellent health and w'ished to land 
lo take a train for the east as soon .of 
possible. .V quartermaster, a stow- 
away and a soldier are infected with 
the sniaPpox. 



Washington, May 24. — Senate — The 
duty of the United States toward its 
“island po8.sessions” was the subject 
of a heated t>olitical discussion. -No 
business w-as transacted. 

House — For eight hours the mem- 
bers discussed the .Vlaskan civil gov- 
ernment bill. But little progress w-as 
made. An amendment was adopted 
authorizing the secretary of w*ar to 
issue permits to excavate or dredge 
for gohl l>elow’ low*-w*ater mark on 
the beach at Cape Nome. The confer- 
ence report on the Indian appropria- 
tion bill w*ns adopted. 

Washington, May 25. — Senate — \ 
discussion on the Spmoner Philippine 
bill occupied most of the time. The 
sundry civil apiNronriation bill, which 
carries $G5,812,930, or over $4,000,000 
more than us it pa.ssetl the house, w*as 
taken up and 157 pages disposed of.

The Mc- 
Mimlo heirs, the only .American 
claimants against the Portuguese 
government, are >ery much di.ssatis- 
fied at the outcome of the arbitra- 
tion, which reduced their allowanet 
from about $1,500,000 to an insignifi- 
cant fraction of that .sum.
